The British Broadcasting Com- 
pany urged commanders of French 
warships to take their vessels ‘‘to 
a free naval base, whether French 
or Allied.’ 

The United States fleet, which 
suddenly left Hawaii, was at sea, 
steaming to some secret destina- 
tion. Officials in Washington pro- 
fessed complete ignorance of the 
fleet’s mission and the specific in- 
ternational development that pre-} 
cipitated the order for it to leave 
Hawaii, 

Japan was adopting a ‘Monroe 
doctrine” for eastern Asia which 
might affect French Indo-China 
and the Netherlands East Indies.

BILL SIGNED 


Federal Relief Workers 
Must Deny Subversive

} WASHINGTON, (lp) — President 
Roosevelt today signed the $1,157,- 
711,357 relief appropriation bill 
barring WPA work relief to aliens

Under the measure, every person 
receiving federal work relief must 
{sign a sworn statement that he is 
not a communist, a member of the

For the first time in the seven- 

| year history of federal relief out- 
lays, congress included special pro- 
visions to augment the national de- 
fense program. It authorized the 
| Civilian Conservation Corps to be- 
gin training its enrollees in non- 
j combatant military services such 
as photography, engineering and 
cooking and set aside $25,000,000 
solely for defense projects such as 
airport construction. 
The President also signed the $1,- 
| 768,913,908 supplemental defense 
bill giving the army funds to raise 
its enlisted strength to 375,000 men 
and buy 3,000 more planes, and the 
navy money for starting construc- 
tion on 68 new warships. 


$350,000 FIRE DESTROYS 
TWO WAREHOUSES AND 
APARTMENT BUILDING 


YAKIMA, Wash., (iP—Fire today 
swept two massive warehouses, an 
apartment building, and a row of 
cabins at Tieton, 20 miles northwest 
of here, causing damage estimated 
at $350,000 and injuring two men, 
one critically. 

Claude Pettit, a seasonal employe, 
was severely burned, and Erwin 
Lawshau, warehouse foreman, broke 
both legs in jumping from a 30- 
foot pile of apple boxes.

This year, agricultural booths will 
be decorated with flowers, real or 
artificial, made up as a single flow- 
er, having a large flower back- 
ground, or some similar effect em- 
phasizing the “flower” theme. The 
premium list has been increased for 
agricultural booths, beginning with 
$200 for first prize to $50 for sev- 
enth place. 

The active participation of all 
Granges and Farm Bureau Centers 
is solicited in the support of the 
fair, which will be held August 23, 
24 and 25. 

Again this year, the fair com- 
mittee will offer a prize list for the 
women’s section of agricultural 
clubs for small floral booths. . An- 
other attraction will be the “Ex- 
hibits from a One Family Farm.” 
All products entered in this ex- 
hibit must have been produced in 
1940 by the exhibitor or members 
of his family on land farmed by the 
exhibitor. 7 

The fair committee announces 
with regret that this year they will 
not be able to set-up a premium 
list for cattle, swine or goats. This 
is because of the livestock health 
regulations prescribed by the State 
Department of Finance, which must 
be printed in the official premium 
list. The fair committee, talking 
these regulations over with a num- 
ber of stock men and farmers, have 
felt that for this year, anyway, it 
would be better to eliminate cattle, 
swine or goats from this year’s pre- 
mium list. 

Also, the fair committee has re- 
ceived a letter from the 4-H Clubs 
regretting they cannot 
in this year’s fair, due to the state 
regulations regarding health and 
registration of animals.

Today’s Sport Parade

NEW YORK, (IP)—The next big 
government project should be the 


| harnessing of Larry MacPhail. 


With MacPhail’s energy diverted 


{into the proper channels entire 
states could be lighted, factories op- ' 
erated, and. industry as a whole,. 


stepped up a good 50 per cent. 

Take MacPhail’s vocal chords, for 
instance. Right now they are op- 
eratinfi on only a 20 hour a day ba- 
sis. That’s a four hour a day loss. 
as he is the first to admit. As if 
to prove that he could get them up 
to full time production before you 
could say Knudsen or Stettinus, he 
cornered me at the Aqueduct race 
track and touched on more sub- 
jects than the Encyclopedia Brit- 
tanica ever did. 

He didn’t hesitate a moment in 
finding a reason for the collapse of 
the New York Yankees. The fact 
that the Yanks are not in his league 
—and that he probably hasn’t seen 
them play since they were known 
as the Highlanders, didn’t deter 
him. 

“Any fool could see what's wrong 
with that team,” MacPhail said. I 
nodded understandingly, but Mac- 
Phail went right on. 


“It's Dickey and Ruffing. The 
big catcher and the big pitcher. The | 


one ain't hitting and the other ain't 
pitching. They've been the back- 
bone of the Yanks for a long time. 
Up until this year Ruffing has 
been the guy who could walk out 
there and win the big game. The 
Yanks always knew he could stop 
a winning streak. That’s not So 
now. Dickey always paced the hit- 
ters. Until this season Bill was the 
most feared man in the league. Now 
he’s looking at strikes he used to 
knock out of the park. And there’s 
something else. The Yanks hove 


won so damn much they’ve forgot- , 


ten how to lose. The average team 
wouldn't get panicky if it lost 
three or four “in a row, because it’s 
used to it. But losing 1s something 
new to the Yanks and they don’t 
know how to face it.” 

From the Yankees MacPhail then 
moved into the subject of night 
baseball, with scarcely time enough 
off to get dowu a bet on the fourth 
race. 

“They'll kill baseball,” he said, 
“if they go and play more than 


seven or eight night games at home. 


That gives you one night a week 


‘during the really hot summertime, 


and that’s enough. Let a team start 
playing two or three night games 
a week and it'll kill day baseball just 
as sure as Im standing here. I 
don’t think that will ever happen 
in the National League, however. 
A unanimous vote is requared to 
increase or decrease the number of 
night games and there never will be | 
a unanimous vote for more of the 
night stuff as long as I’m around.” 

The chances are that the other 
National League club heads will lis- 
ten to MacPhail. because he is the 
real father of night baseball. He 


first saw its tonic properties and 
was the first to openly campaign for 
a certain number of games under 
the lights. 

MacPhail believes that your, 
guess is as good as his as to the 
1940 National pennant winner. 

“Three or four clubs have a 
chance, including us. We've been 
shot with injuries. and our pitch- 
ing has been below par. I be- 
lieve that September will see three 
or four clubs slugging it out for 
the championship.” 

An honest soul. MacPhail admits 
that the purchase of Joe Medwick 
was a gamble. 

“If Joe has a pretty good year and 
his bat keeps us up there as a con- 
tended, it’ll mean $75,000 to $100,- 
000 more at the gate. If that hap- 
pens I'll have bought a pretty good 
player for $100,000 or so. That is, 
he'll bring in enough extra dollars 
to take care of half his purchase 
price. Of course, if he has a bad 
year, and who knows what he'll do, 


' then I made a sucker move. But I’ve 
‘been fooled before, so it won't be 


anything new.” 

The Brooklyn boss thinks any 
legislation against the “bean ball” 
is ridiculous. 

“Just tell me,” he said, “how any
